Details of Disaster. 

Melbourne. April 21.—Forty-two 
bodies have ,been taken out of the 
wreck caused by the collision on April 
19th of two trains from Ballarat and 
Bendigo respectively, at Braybrook 
Junction, about eighty miles from Mel¬ 
bourne. It 1 b believed that several 
others are still buried under the de- 
brla. The number of persons Injured 
is estimated at eighty-eight. 

Many of the victims who had en¬ 
tered the Ballarat train * at Bray¬ 
brook were Just about settled In their 
seats when the crash came> con¬ 

ductor had signalled to the engineer 
to start the train and was in the act 
of stepping into the car. wban he. wv 
the approaching Bendigo train. He 
sprang aside In time to save himself. 

The coaches caught fire and many 
of the victims were burned beyond re¬ 
cognition. A member of the fire bri¬ 
gade found tl^e bodies of his two sis¬ 
ters burled in the wreckage. Several 
of »he victims died as they were being 
lifted from the wreck. 

The driver of the Bendigo train says 
that ha saw the signals and when the 
brakes failed to work he reversed his 
engine, but was unnble to check the 
train.

Never In the history of Victoria baa 
the city had su much public work of 
one kind or another planned os it has 
ahead of it at present. Besides the j 
usual street improvements, several 
unusual Items of expenditure have 
been decided upon. Including the im¬ 
provement of the city waterworks 
plant at Elk lake with the Installation 
of new distribution pipes throughout 
the city, the installation of a new high 
pressure System and the erection of a 
ten room school, the addition of two 
rooms to one of the existing schools and 
the emotion of two new fire halls. The 
city WOT Also spend *25,HOT on imf 
extension. For the next year or two 
there should therefore be lots of work 
In the city for men of all kinds. 

All told the city engineer's depart¬ 
ment has five miles of streets and side¬ 
walk work ahead of it, without taking 
into consideration that for which peti¬ 
tions are now pending or may be pre¬ 
sented In the future. At the present

tion. tasting a Joy unknown to coarser 
minds, plunging .to depths unplumbed 
by coarser minds. He Is a creature of 
moods and moments, and spiritually he 
dies young! lj the successful pntttlrlnn 
Is made of sterner and harder stuff. 
His view is objective. He applies his 
mind to things like a mechanic. They 
•ii<- uu- material that m- mould* to hla 
Slow- purpose. He Is not govern .-1 by 
them but governs them. He is insensi¬ 
tive to Impressions; and If he has emo¬ 
tions and Impulses has learned like 
Gladstone to be their master and not 
their slave, to use them and not be 
used by them. He Is in fact a man of 
business, cold and calculating even In- 
hJa enthusiasm, not a poet lit with the 
rose light of romance. Walpole, Pitt, 
Chamberlain, Asquith—these are the 
Jype of the politician. Lord Rosebery’s 
temperament is that of Byron rather 
than of these. 

He is the spendthrift of political 
friendship. No man In our tlm© has 
Tun through" such a fortune in friends 
us he has done. His path is strewn with 
their wreckage. When, like Achilles, he 
went to his tent, they gathered round 
him with loyal devotion. They left the 
titular chief in chill Isolation to flght 
the battle of Liberalism through the 
bitter years of the war. Tlmy sacrificed 
everything to woo him back to the 
battle line. They became "Imperialists," 
they formed a league in his service. 
th«y kept the way clear for hla return. 
When the war was over "C’.B." himself 
In the historic Interview, besought him 
to come back. ("I liked Rosebery," he 
told me, and took tlu. leadership al¬ 
ways hoping to see him back.") "No. 
no, C.-B.," he said, "I do not belong to 
your tabernacle." The more he was 
importuned the more wayward and Im¬ 
penetrable he became. He continued to 
speak; but he never spoke without 
turning hla guna on- hla friends. Even 
when the Fiscal issue arose he spoke 
in unclear tones, "Free Trade was not 
In the Sermon on the Mount.” He 
flung the mantle of mystery around 
him, tookjmore and more with¬ 
in hlmxel^Hi friends hoped against 
hope. The day of decision was near. 
Still they waited for him. He went 
down lo Bodmin and declared; "I will 
not serve under that banner.” And 
with that final word he pronounced his 
political extinction and rehabilitated 
Liberalism. 

He had squanlercd the last penny of 
his political fortune. He was left a, 
lonely figure In his lonely furrow. A 
political profligate at the end of his 
resources. 

And yet—“Tout savolr, e'eat tout par- 
donner." Perhaps If we knew all the 
Inner history of that brilliantly futile 
life the verdict would be given in sor¬ 
row and not in anger. It is not for me 
to raise the curtain on the Rosebery- 
Harcourt feud. The two were flint and 
steeL They met only to clash and strike 
fire. Lord Rosebery would net serve 
under Sir William In the home office. 
It can be Imagined with what feelings 
the great stalwart of Liberalism saw 
the young rebel snatch th<* palm from 
his grasp In the moment of victory. 

He took office under him; but the 
wound rankled, and Sir William could 
be an Ill-bedfellow. “It was a sorry 
business," said one who was In that 
Cabinet to me. "and my sympathies 
were with Rosebery. He was not well 
treated.” Perhaps there we have the 
secret of the wasted life. Or perhaps 
It Is that domestic sorrow that robbed 
him of the young wife to whom he was 
deeply attached. Or In that cruel afflic¬ 
tion of Insomnia which hns pursued 
him for long years, making him a night 
wanderer In search of sleep. One thinks 
of him taking his carriage under the 
stars and driving, driving, driving, 
and of the cheerless dawn breaking on 
the nnslcpt eyes. Yes. perhaps, to 
know all would be to forgive all. 

There he sits on the cross-benches of 
the House of Lords, his head leaning 
back on his linked hands, his heavy- 
lidded light-blue eyes fixed In a curious,

The engine operates a propeller 
through a special gearing, which Is des¬ 
tined to reduce to a minimum any fric¬ 
tion of loss of engine power. This gear¬ 
ing, and also the method employed In 
obtaining an initial rise from the 
ground In order to make a flight, aro 
among the many jealously guarded se¬ 
crets of the balloon factory. 

Two airships. iTraetlcally complete, 
are now lying within other sheds. 

In two or three weeks’ time a series 
of aerial experiments, far more exhaus¬ 
tive than those of last year, will be 
commenced. 

The first of the two airships Is the 
reconstructed Null! Serundus, now call¬ 
ed “Dirigible No. l. ,<w rhe second, which 
Is an entirely new aerial craft, will be 
referred to aa “Dirigible No. 2." 

Both airships are equipped with heav¬ 
ier and more powerful engines than 
were employed In the Nulll flecundus. 
their additional weight being supported 
by larger gas-bags. , 

The utmost Importance Is attached to 
an Improved form of propeller-blade. 
In tbelr general appearance the new 
‘dirigibles" will resemble the familiar 
“roley-poley” pudding-shape of th* 
Nulll Secundum. 


Wonderful Aeroplane Now 
Nearing Completion at 
Balloon Factory. 


/"NNE man said, “I buy 
Fit-Reform Suit*

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A wonderful aeroplane, about which 
there Is much mystery, is fast nearing 
completion In the British government 
balloon factory at Farnborough, Hamp¬ 
shire. 

Its construction has been In secret In 
a shed away < from the main factory. 
All the men working upon it have been 
specially chosen for their knowledge of 
some particular feature of Its mechan* 
Ism. Thejnechlne 1* not referred to a* 
an aeroplane, but as*, a “power-kite." 

This term suggests the theory of It* 
construction, which is an elaboration 
of the war kites regularly used at th® 
balloon factory to send a man nearing 
up a steel rope In a tiny basket or cage. 

The wings of the “power-kite" have 
a wide, bat-Iiko sweep. In the light 
framework which knits them together 
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bleakly at the

European supplies, on the other hand, 
are 95.800.000 bushels, a total not reach¬ 
ed of recent years, and 12.000 000 bush¬ 
els larger than a year ago. The total 
supply in America and Europe April 
1st was 148.0CO.OOO bushels, a.300.000 
bushels lass than on March 1st, and 18,- 
200,000 bu&hcls less than on April 1st 
a year ago.
